The subject is engrossing many 


members now although the action

house, 


which still is shrouded in doubt. 
Some Democrats, restive under the 
iron control of legislation by the 
Republican leadership, have come 
out in the open with denunciations 
of the present system. 
Republi- 


cans of insurgent tendencies have 
been flirting with threatened bolts 
from the party fold unless consid- 
eration of their independent pro- 
posals la made easier. 


Steersman See Changes. 


The Republican steersman, close- 


mouthed when speaking for pub- 
lication, have gone so far as to 
admit in private that the complex- 
ion of the next house will force 
some changes in the rules. 
Their 


party will have but 218 seats, the 
Democrats four less because of 
two vacancies, and the Farmer- 
Labor party 
-\vill have a single 
spokesman. 


Even after ono of the other par- 


ty succeeds in organizing the next 
house, control as now held by the 
Republicans will be non-existent. 
There are almost 
always 
defec- 


tions from party lines at* voting 
time, and 'the so-called 'workable 
majority" which in the present 
house normally insures Republi- 
can success, will not be available 
to either side to offset this switch- 
ing.

er which is limited to giving them 
instructions.

says, cannot he accomplished un- 
less the "triumvirate" decides 
to 


bring in a special rule.

mand for these changes has been 
based on the contention that pres- 
ent procedure prevented the house 
from expressing itself on much of 
the legislation enacted. 


Both parties Liable. 
The Republican leaders' conten- 


tion has been that while their par- 
ty had control of thd house it held 
responsibility for all legislation it 
passed. 
With the division in the 


next house, some of them hold,

•when he arose to address company 
employes at a dinner, was respon- 
sible for the accident. He believed 
the previous accident caused White 
to become dizzy and lost his bal- 
ance last night. 
Affairs In Shape. 


Reed said White's financial af- 


fairs were in excellent shape and 
that there was no reason why he 
should take his life. 
His state- 
ment that the death was an acci- 
dent was concurred in by the dep- 
uty coroner, Dwyer. 
In a statement Reed gave 
tails of the dinner at which White 
•was hurt and subsequent events. 


"The diners," he 
said, 
"arose 


cheering. 
Mr. White, still sitting 


in his chair, half pushed it back 


. to rise. Its rear legs slipped off 
the platform, Mr. White lost his 
•balance and turned a somersault 
backwards, falling on the back of 
his head and shoulders." 


White went home and yesterday 


complained of a headache, Reed 
said. 
"I arrived at the apartment at 


5:40. p. m.,, he said.

provised. 


Similar conditions were report- 


ed In at least four towns near 
Oaxaca and in many smaller ham- 
lets and villages throughout the 
southern part of the republic. 
It is not the first time Oaxaca 


has been damaged by earthquakes. 
II suffered 
severely in 1727 and 


1787, the famous old Cathedral be- 
ing badly damaged in the 1727 
tremors. T-he city was founded by I 
Indians in I486 and conquered by 
troops of Cortes in 1521. 


In 1529 Cortes was given the ti- 


tle, Marquise of the Valley of the 
Oaxaca, by the king of Spa'in. Since 
then he has been known in Mexi- 
co by the name "Marquis," much 
as Columbus is sometimes known 
ns the admiral. Cortes once made 
the 
nlty his home. 
It was the 


birthplace of Benito Juarez, con-
